M OCK TURKEY. — Buy a fresh 
shoulder, get the hone removed 
at market, wash carefully and 
dry. Make a stuUing of two cupfuls of 
breadcrumbs, a teuspoquful of butter 
or drippings and add hot water to 
make right consistency. Use an oftlou 
if you like. Stuff as you would a tur¬ 
key, sew up and place In pan, sprinkle 
flour over it and three spoonfuls of cel¬ 
ery salt. Add a pipt and a half of wa¬ 
ter, baste*often, same us turkey, and 
hake two or three hours. The celery 
salt gives the Turkey flavor. 

Beef Tidbits.—Cut with a pair of 
kitchen scissors bits of left over beef 
or veal, cover them with cold water 
and put on the •fire to simmer slowly 
t'jr teq minutes: Mix a tublespoonful 
*.>f ilour'ivlth the Same amount of short* 
neuing, add to the meat, let come to the 
boiling point and'poor over triangles 
-of well browned toast. 

Breast of I^unb.—About two pounds 
and a half oil breast of lamb, boiled 
tender in salted water, tnkes about two 
hours or a little longer to coot. Have 
what vegetables you liko and thicken 
the broth for gravy. 11 there should 
be enough meat left chop and senson 
and mold In a small, deep dish; and put 
a weight on it. It will cut In nice thin 
slices for tea. 

Hungarian Goulash.—Mince half an 
onion, fry till yellow in a quarter of a 
pound of butter, add a pound of beef 
from sirloin or rib from which fat is 
removed and meat cut In dices, a wine 
glass of Madeira wine, half a cupful 
of brown stock. Cover and simmer till 
tender. Cut four ounces of bacon in 
dice and fry in four ouncea of butter. 
Tie a teaspoonful of carraway seeds in 
a cloth and add. Pare and cut in dice 
two potatoes, cook carefully and serve 
all together on a very hot dish. This is 
a “high class" recipe. The goulash 
most commonly seen served has proba¬ 
bly much less butter, perhaps drippings 
were used altogether and coarser cuts 
of meat Instead of wine you can use 
jelly dissolved In water or lemon juice 
to taste and a dash of paprika.

PENNA INS II. S. 
M CANTONMENT; 
REPORTMADE 

The San Francisco Peninsula wins 
the army cantonment. Palo Alto was 
awarded the site late last Saturday. 
General Hunter Liggett of the San 
Francisco headquarters received the 
word by wire. 

It means that between 30,000 and 
50,000 soldiers will be encamped at 
the Palo Alto tract, which consists of 
25,000 acres and extends back to the 
foothills and then jags to the north 
and laps over into San Mateo county. 
All the property was donated the gov¬ 
ernment with few exceptions. One or 
two of the landowners, not being able 
to let the use of their property go 
without compensation, were re¬ 
munerated. 

The War Department, in announc¬ 
ing its decision, said that the tract 
“came to the army through the pa¬ 
triotic spirit of the citizens of San 
Francisco, San Mateo and Santa Clara 
counties.” 

Water, gas and electricity is to be 
served to the cantonment camp by the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company, 
which has made an agreement with 
the government. 

Palo Alto derives a revenue of 
$100,000 a year from the Stanford 
University students and faculty mem¬ 
bers, who number 1800. It expects to 
enlarge its coffers several hundred 
thousand dollars a year through the 
encampment, and still account for the 
revenue that other cities will enjoy 
from the same source. 

The official geographical description 
of the camp boundaries is given out as 
follows: 

It includes from north to south a 
large body of Spring Valley Water 
Company lands, all of the Stanford 
University property except the cam¬ 
pus, and the Rancho la Purissima 
Concepcion, with various small hold¬ 
ings along the Sierra Morena. Rough¬ 
ly speaking, it is the tract bounded on 
the east by the Southern Pacific 
tracks, on the west by the ridge west 
of the Spring Valley lakes, on the 
south by San Antonio creek at LOs 
Altos, and on the north by a line a 
little above the southern end of the 
Crystal Springs lake. 

In a report sent to the War Depart¬ 
ment the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce states that California is the 
logical and ideal place for army avia¬ 
tion camps, and that there are many 
In the state now available. The 
chamber urges that recruits from 
Canada be instructed in California as 
well as tlie home boys.

LOCAL UNDERTAKERS 


Plione South San Francisco 219 
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Congestion of automobile traffic on 
the state highway down the Peninsula 
has caused an agitation for the dupli¬ 
cation of the highway by a parallel 
thoroughfare at a probable cost of 
$1,000,000. It is under serious con¬ 
sideration, according to City Engineer 
M. M. O’Shaughnessy of San Fran¬ 
cisco. Its cost probably would be 
borne by San Mateo county, by bond 
issue, and if the project is carried a 
movement will be started to carry the 
new road on through to San Jose. 
The San Mateo county supervisors 
have given some consideration to the 
feasibility of building another high¬ 
way. Supervisor Brown is particu¬ 
larly interested. 

Four years ago 500 automobiles, on 
the daily average, Sundays included, 
traversed the highway between San 
Francisco and San Mateo. To-day 
there is an average Sunday traffic of 
15,000 cars on this route. It was at 
first proposed to widen the 18-foot 
concrete roadway to about forty feet, 
to allow the passage of a double line 
of motors each way, but this was ob¬ 
jected to on the grounds that it would 
encourage speeding on the outside 
lines and would be dangerous. The 
parallel roadway would lie not far 
from the present one, and would be 
approximately the same width.
